The following proclamation was read: 


PROCLAMATION BY THE GOVERNOR CONVENING TIE LEGISLATURE IN EXTRAORDINARY 
SESSION 


EXxecuTIVE DeparrMent., STATE OF CALIFORNIA. 


WHEREAS, An extraordinary occasion has arisen and now exists. requirmg that 
the Legislature of the State of California be convened, 

Now, therefore. I, Hiram W Jounson, Governor of the State of California. by 
virtue of the power and authority in me vested by section 9 of article V uf the Con- 
stitution, do hereby convene the Legislature of the State of California to meet and 
assemble in extiaoidinary session, at Sacramento, Cahfornia, cn Wednesday, the 
fifth day vf January, one thousand nine hundred and sixteen. at two o'clock 
P.M. of that day, for’ the following purposes aud to legislate upon the following sub- 
Jects, to-wit * 

To ameud the Direct Primary Law relating to nominations of candidates for 
public ofhce, approved June 16. 1913, 50 that the same shall provide for the nomina- 
tion by electurs, political parties and organizations of electors of candidates for 
public office in such manner as to contorm to other ewsting election law s. and thereby 
enable electots registered pursuant to such existing laws tu participate in nominating 
such candidates thereunder, 

2. To amend sections 3, 6, and 9 of the Presidential Primary Act, approved April 
28, 1915, so that electors revistered puisuant to existing laws may participate in 
nominating candidates for delegates thereunder; and to add a new section tv such 
act calling and Dros iding for a presideutial primary election to be held on the 
second day of May, 1916. 

To authorize the board of trustees of the San Francisco State Normal School 
to select a new site for said school upon the lands heretotore and nuw occupied or 
owned by the Panama-Pacific International Exposition. or any corpuration repre- 
senting or acting for or in conjunction with said exposition, and, in event of such 
selection of said new site, provide for and aurhorize the sale or eachange of the 
present site of said normal school and the disposition of improvements thereon, 

To provide for and authorize said Board of Trustees to acquire hy purchase, gift, 
condemnation, or otherwise all necessary lands, buildings, improvements, and equip- 
ment for such schvol, and, for this purpose. to authorize the condemnation of pub- 
licly or privately owned lands and improvements; to provide for and authotize the 
city and county of San Francisco to abandon and close streets, or portions of streets. 
within and abont the site so selected and to transfer title thereto for the nse of said 
state normal school; and to provide for and authorize the use, in connection with 
such site, of State lands adjacent thereto. 

To provide for the dispusition of any proceeds of the Panama-Paceifie International 
Exposition accruing to the State from the T’anaina-Pacifie International Exposition 
Company through the operation of said exposition, or otherwise, or of any money or 
property that may be due to or be given to the State by said expositiun company 
or its directors, to make appropriations thereof, and to authorize the board of trustees 
of the state normal school, or any official or officials of the State, to accept property 
for or on behalf of the State in full or partial settlement of the claims of the State 
to its proportion of such proceeds, or money or property 

4. To consider and act upon an amendment to the act of the Legislature of the 
State of California entitled “An act giving and granting to the board of park com- 
missioners of the city of San Diego the right to use and the right to authorize the 
use of Balboa Park in said city for exposition purposes,’’ approved March 24, 1911, 
extending its provisions so as to authorize and niovide for the use ot said Balboa 
Park for exposition purposes during the years 1916 and 1917; and to do what may 
be deemed appropriate or necessary in Telation to the Panama-California International 
Exposition of San Diego.

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present except those covered by this rule shall retire from the floor of the Assembly. 
No one except the Sergeant-at-Arms or his deputies shall be allowed to remain in 
the Jobhy bebind the rail at any time, 


Smohing in Assembly Chamber. 

GO. No smoking shall be allowed within the Assembly Chamber during the session 
of the House: proirded. that during night sessions. this rule may be suspended by a 
vote of the majority of the members present. without notice or reference to conimittee. 


Parhamentary Rules. 

70 The rules of parliamentary practice contained in Robert's Rules of Order 
shall govern the House in all cases to which they are applicable. and in which they 
are not inconsistent with the Standmg Rules and Orders of the House and the Joint 
Rules of the Senate and Assembly.

All assignments of committee clerks and stenographers made by the Committee on 
Attachés under this rule shall be 1eported to the House and entered in the Juurnal. 


Introduction of Bills After Constitutional Recess. 

Th Immediately upon convening after the constitutional recess the Speaker shall 
appoint a standing Commitiee on Introduction of Bills, to consist of three members. 

All motions for leaye to introduce bills after the constitutional recess shall be sent 
to the desk in writing. under the order of “Tntioduction of Bills,” and at no other 
time. The motion shall give the title uf the bilf, and sball be accompanied bv the 
bill. The bill shall thereupon be referred to the Committee on Introduction of Bills. 

Joint and concurrent resolutions and constitutional amendments shall not be 
referred to the Committee on Introduetion of Bills, and shal! not require a vote to 
authorize their introduction, 

The committee shall examine bills referred to it with particular reference to the 
question as to whether there is already an) bill in either house of the same character 
which might he amended to effect the result sought. and generally as to the advisa- 
bility of introducing the measure 

The committee shall report upon each Dill so referred to it on the same legislative 
day. The report shall be made at the conclusion of the consideration of the Senate 
Special File 

The committee may. i its discretion, incorpurate mole than one bill in the reso- 
lution to grant leave to intreduce, incorporating i the resolution the title of each 
In] in full, and the roll shall be called upon the adoption of the resolution and no 
resolution to introduce any such bill shall be adopted without the consent of three- 
fourths of the members of the Assembly. 

Tf a division of the question is demanded upon the introduction of any particular 
bill, the division shall be allowed. and the roll called separately upon the bill, The 
author of anv bill shall have not more than ten minutes within which ty speak to 
the question of the introduction of Ins bill and the Committee on Introduction of 
Pills may lave the same time for reply. 


Form for Printed Amended Bills 

76 All bills amended, either in committee or on the floor of the Tlonse, shall be 
immediately reprinted, the new matter added by any amendments to be printed in 
italics and any matter proposed to be omitted by such amendments to he meluded in 
brackets, 4, 
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Duties of Chicf Clerk. 

T?. The Chief Clerk shall hase charge and supervision of all the clerical business 
of the Assembly. He shall perform the duties mmposed on him by law and the rules 
of the Assembly. He shall have the supervision of all the clerks and assistants at 
the desk, of all bill clerks, lil! filers, stenegraphers, and of all committee attachés, 
and all pages, and shall be responsible for their performance of and regular attend- 
ance upon their duties, and shall have power to suspend any such clerk or attaché 
under him for dereliction of duty, and shall report to the Committee on Attachés 
such suspension and the cause thereof. Said suspended clerk or attaché shall not 
recelve any pay durimg the time of such suspension. ‘The Committee on Attachés 
shall have the power to relieve the attaché or clerk of his suspension, and shall have 
the power. suliect to the approval of the House, to remove any clerk or attaché for 
competency or fur wilful neglect of duty. 


Lobbiyina. 


7S No person engaged in presenting to the Assembly or its committees any 
business, or claim. or Jegislation, shall be permitted tu engage in such business in 
the Assembly Chamber. or he permitted on the floor of the Assembly at any time 
while the Assembly iy in session, unless seated beside a member upon his invitation ; 
and any person transgressing this rule shall he removed fram the floor of the Assem- 
bly and he debarred from the privilege of the floor durmg the remainder of the 
eutre session The Speaker is charged with the enforcement of this rule

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REPORT OF SELECT COMMITTEE. 


The committee appointed by the Speaker to wait upon the Governor 
appeared before the bar of the Assembly and reported that the Gover- 
nor would, through his secretary, deliver a message to the Assembly. 


GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


The following message from the Governor was taken up and read: 


Message of Governor Hiram W. Johnson to the Legislature of the State of 
California, in Extraordinary Session, January 5, 1916. 


EXecuTIvVE DEPARTMENT, S1A7h OF CATIFORNIA 
To the Senate and Assembly: 


Under the power vested in me by the Constitution I have duly issued a call for 
an extraordmarys session of the Legislature and have convened you for three specific 
purposes 

1 To amend the election Jaws of the State as specifically set forth in subdivi- 
sions 1 and 2 of the call. 

2 ‘To take such action as you may deem appropriate in reference to the San 
Franeisco Normal School: and 

3. ‘To pass such laws as you deem essential in relation to the San Diego Exposition 


1. Tne Crectioxn Laws. 


T take it that yon are familiar with the condition, at once contradictory and con- 
fusing. of the election laws of the State, and the necessity for remedial Jegislation 
At the last session of the Legislature. in 1915, four laws relating to elections were 
passed and these four constituted a harmonious and complete system Against two 
of these laws the referendum was invoked, and these two measuies, popularly desig- 
nated the non-partisan bills) were. on the 26th day of Octoher last. defeated = The 
two measures thus submitted to the people by referenda and rejected by the people 
were the lil] relating to primary elections and that prescribing the form of ballot at 
the final election. The two bills, whieh were net attacked, and eoneermimg which no 
reterendum was invoked, were the registration IJ] and the presidential preference 
primary law | The question presented to the voters at the special election was clean 
cut and well defined, and that question was, whether or not the officials of the State 
reqtured to be elected by the voters should be ehosen 1p partisan or in non-partisan 
fashion — All of the persuasive endeavors of buth sides of the controversy in the 
special election weze directed solely to this question, and on the one side it was argued 
that our state otheials should be elected without regard to partisanship, and on the 
other, the desirability of parties choosing candidates for state offices was earnestly 
advocated The registration bul. under which the elector is pot required to state his 
party athliation, at the time of registration, was accepted by both sides, and acquiesced 
in by all the people of the State of California Simee August 10, 1915, it has been 
continuously the law of the State and is today the solemn enactment vf both houses 
of the Legislature and of the executive branch of the government 

The primary law of 1918 continued in force beeause of the defeat of the law of 
1914, at the special election. can not be operative if the registration law adopted and 
accepted by all the people of the State he enforced: and presented to us, therefore is 
the problem, how shall eleetion of state officers be made partisan and the laws that 
have heen dulv enacted and are in force today be preserved as well? It is obvious 
that we can no more rightfully disregard one Jaw than another and that officials are 
hound to obey all the laws of the State It is our plain duty. therefure, while recog- 
nizing the 1esult of the recent special election and cariying out what those who then 
voted declared should be the pohey of the State—the nomination and election by 
parties and in partisan fashion of candidates for state offices—to maintain and uphold 
a plain statute which has neither been questioned nor challenged, and which, up to 
this time, all of the people of the State of California have accepted and acquiesced in. 
Speedily and ieadily the result may be attained by the amendment of the primary 
law. and by this amendment, candidates for state offices will be nominated by political 
parties and will be elected wholly in partisan fashion, and the registration law will 
be preserved intact The time of the declaration of party affihation 1s simply changed 
from the tune of registration to the time of the primary This is neither a new nora 
novel proceeding It 1s the course pursued in the majority of the states having 
primary laws Today, in states like Massachusetts, Idaho. Indiana. Michigan. Minne- 
sota, West Virginia, Hlinois. Wisconsin, Arizona, Colorado, Kansas, Missour. 
Montana, and others, the voter declares his party affiliation at the time of the 
primary aud surely ut will not be argued that the electiun laws of these states are 
non-partisan J repeat that by the amendment proposed to the primary law. every 
official required to be elected in the State will be nominated as the candidate of a 
political party and will be elected as a candidate of a political party. If this he 
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done, no man acting in good faith can ask more If the registration law were today 
amended, the ameudment could not take eect until omety days after the adoption 
of the amendment Registration 1s to commence on the first dav of January, and 
to continue then for use at the presidential preference plimaty to be held ou or 
about Mav 2d.

In its larger sense. however, the reason for the amendmentsof the primary law is 
that by that amendment we dou exactlh what the majority who voted at the special 
election. Octuber 26th, decreed should be done, and we maimtain the law duly enacted 
and unanimously acquiesced in. ‘Theie was not a single vote iv the Senate of the 
Stare of California at the 1915 session cast against the registration law. nor was there 
a nele vote cast in that body against the presidential preference primary law. and 
yet the presidential preference primaiy law then enacted with this unanimity, dis- 
finctly provided tor the declaration of party affiliation at the prnmary itself and at no 
uther time 

It 1s worse than a confusion of thought to say that the will of the people was 
explesse] upon registration at the reeent special election This is not so) The will 
of the people upon registration was expressed by the representatives of the people at 
the legislative session of 1915. and thereafter expressed by all of the people in the 
failure ot any to attack the registration law. or invoke agaist it the referendum = Jt 
1s nothing shert of misrepresentation to assert that the amendment of the primary 
law. 1 the manner suggested, makes the election system of the State non-partisan 
The amendment suggested makes the election svstem of this State partisan, It makes 
asystem by which the political parties of the State will nominate candidates for state 
offices These eandidates will then have their names printed on the official election 
ballot with ther party designation and will be voted for as partisan candidates. To 
Gaim otherwise gs to demonstrate either a poverty of mitellect or the wilful design of 
misrepresentation, 

It may he that other means contd he devised for partisan nominations and partisan 
elections and that if tume permitted. and uo confusion would result. another mode 
might be presented to cure the existing defects ut whether other courses might be 
adopred. whether any mode eould be suggested that would meet the appreval ot the 
most eCaptious, the inode now suggested does do exactly the very thing desired— 
requires nomination of candidates by political parties and election of eandidates as 
candidates ot political parties in partisan fashion

have long known that it was a question of but a brief period until an appropriation

and land adjacent thereto, to remodel the California Building in accotdance with the 
reports and estimates of the experts, tro receive. if necessary, appropriate lands in 
exchange tor funds due to the State from the Exposition. to change the site of the 
normal school feem its present location te the Calitornia Building of the Exposition. 
and to dispose ot the present site The estimates submitted to me by the Normal 
School Trustees and their eneineer for the modification of the California Building and

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purchase price of the real estate, it is asserted, ought not to exceed $100,000 The 
condemnation proceedings must be commenced at once. and it 1s necessary therefore 
that the requisite authority he immediately given. The appropriation asked in the 
bill submitted is wholly from moneys which shall be returned from the Exposition to 
the State, and TI reiterate that the general finances of the State are not touched at all. 

I am not unmindful of the difficulties and obstacles which may preelude us from 
snecessfully carrymg out the proposed design; but, in order that we may endeavor 
thus to consummate a plan at once appealing to our sentiment and business judgement, 
the powers asked must be accorded by the Legislature.

Californians may be very proud of the great International Exposttion whieh has 
just heen concluded at San Francisco It marked an epoch in World's Expositions, 
and its marvels and its beauty were worthy of our State The State dealt generously 
with the Exposition but the Exposition itself has more than justified the State’s 
generosity. During the year 191% California has had not only its great International 
Exposition at San Francisco but the remarkably heautiful Exposition at San Diego. 
I ean not tov highly commend the energy and the pluck of the city of San Diego in 
maintaining, as it has. an Exposition creditalle and beneficial alike to that locality 
and to the State of California. 

The San Dievo Exposition will continue during the year 1916 In order that it 
may continue it asks the passage of the enabling act relating to Balboa Park, and it 
may be assumed that very readily this will be done. 

In addition, a small measure of aid is asked now from the State; and fram the 
same source as our funds for the San Francisco Normal Nchool are obtained 1 should 
very heartily favor an appropriation of this sort fur the San Diego Exposition. 

The subjects to which I have referred in this message are the only subjects that 
are before this extraordinary session of the Legislature Purposely and designedly 
have I restricted the call within the narrowest possible limits. I say to you very 
frankly that I have endeavored by the statement of the matter in relation to the 
election laws to restrict you to the “amendment o£ the primary law. I have done this 
after the most careful thought and consultation with those most familiar with the 
election machinery of the State, and because this amendment immediately dispels a 
confusion now existing, requires nominations of candidates for State offices by 
political parties and makes elections partisan in character, while not disturbing other 
laws in force If we meet upon a common ground to make nominations and elections 
im the State partisan and to perform our sworn duty to uphold the laws as they exist, 
there can be occasion neither for bitter controversy nor long delay. The result. if the 
design be to make our elections partisan, may be attained in one brief day. Upon 
important subjects often im one day you have finally acted. Upon this subject. 1f all 
that is desired is desired 1s partisanship in our State elections and in our State 
nominations, we may act with celeritv and the means are at hand I would not, of 
course. stigrest undue haste and would ask careful scrutiny and consideration of your 
legislation, but once it is clear that the ohject 1s attained by the amendment suggested, 
necessity no longer exists for a contimuance of the session.

QUESTION OF PERSONAL PRIVILEGE, 


Myr Johnson rose to a question of personal privilege and addressed 
the Assembly as follows: 


Mr Speaker and Gentlemen of the Assembly. 

Duniae the two terms that [have been a member of this Assembly T have never 
found oeensinon, heenause of any giievance or injustice that may have been done me 
by any individual er by the press of this State, to rise and speak to a question of 
personal privilege, 

I find. however. that because of the rumors and suggestions of compromise on the 
bill which i now hefore this Assembly. which rumors and suggestions of compro- 
mise first appeared openly in the Elections Committee meeting yesterday and also 
about the Capitol, that there is some necessity in the minds of my fmends who have 
aligned themselyes on either side of this preposition, to speak to a question of 
personal privilege and explain, so far as I know, from whenee came those sugeges- 
trons at & compromise, and in addressing myself to vou this maruine T do not wish 
it wnderstoud that I do so because of any injustice or supposed injustice that I 
consider has been done me. but rather because there appears to have been an 
injustice. aud there 18 a misapprehension in the minds of my friends on both sides 
of this question regarding the matter 

To make the matter clear tov you T wish to state at this time that. so far as I 
know, the suggestion of what has been termed a compromise on the bill at present 
before us came solely and entiiely from me and from no vuther person, either a 
member of this Assembly or an official or individual in any way connected with the 
state administiation. I wish to go even further and say that before this extraor- 
dinary session was convened I placed before the author of this bill and the Governor 
of this State. specifically and particularly, the very proposition which has been 
termed a compromise, and such suggestion was by them, 1£ I may be permitted to 
use the term. turned down  T still hoped, nevertheless, and still believed that such 
a compromise was the proper and orderly and legal thing to do I wish to assure 
vou that IT have no hesitancy in assuming the entire responsibility for any suggested 
compiymise that may have been made. for 1 am not ashamed of such action How- 
ever, when the Elections Committce was, yesterday evening, advised by the Attorney 
General that any legislation, in the nature of what [ had suggested as a compromise, 
if passed at this eatraordinary session, would he unconstitutional and void and 
invalidate any and all law along this lme which might be enacted at this session, I 
meekly bowed to the opmien of the Attorney General of this State. 

In my mind the fact that I may believe the Attorney General to be mistaken in 
his interpretation of our rights does uot alter the situation. The Attorney General 
is the official guide and legal adviser of this Assembly. We expect him to sustain 
in the courts the Jaws which we enact. I therefore consider that we owe him and 
his opinion some dezree of respect, that we should not enact a law which he has 
specifically advised would not be constitutional and that it would be bighly improper 
for us to pass and attempt to create a law when the Attorney General has further- 
mote advised that such an enactment at this time would invalidate and make void 
the rest of the legislation which we pass on this subject. 
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My opinion is that we should at this extraordinary session enact some legislation 
as far as we can do so legally to currect the confusion into which our election laws 
have been plunged. 

However, without continuing further along this line, my only purpose at the 
present time is to make it clear to every one who may have been concerned in the 
suggestion of a so-called compromise that, so far as I know, no such suggestion 
came from any person, either a member of this body or otherwise, except myself
